Will Pay Dividend This Year

hail damage in Alberta this year the 
Alberta Hail Insurance Board has at 
last reached the point where it can 
start paying dividends, or rebates to 
policyholders, it) was announced 
Friday by J. Glen Bilder, chairman 
and manager, 

This is the first time in almost 50 
vears of hail insurance in’ Alberta 
that this has ever been done, and is 
thought to be the first: time ever 
done anywhere by a hail insurance 
company, 

The history of hail 
Alberta and elsewhere is one of 
companies, both private, govern- 
ment and mutual, going bankrupt. 

The Alberta Hail Insurance Board, 
which although is is responsible to

Opening of a new all-weather road 
for a distance of 386 miles into the 
Northwest Territories has created 
wide interest, according to officials 
of the Alberta Motor Association, 

The road, built by the provincial 
and doimnion governments at a cost 
to date of $46,300,000, extends from 
Crimshaw, north of Peace River, to 
Hay River on Great Slave Lake. 

While it has been built: primarily 
to serve the mining development in 
the area, it no doubt also will prove 
an outtraction to tourists. Along this 
route are the famous Alexandra 
Falls, one of the greatest scenic at- 


ilso is good hunting and fishing in 
the region which the new highway 
has opened up to motor travel. 

The dominion government has con- 
| tributed 82,800,000 to the cost and 
the province 81,500,000. Of the 305 
niles within the province of Alberta, 
the dominion and province shared 
the cost on a 50-50 basis. The entire 
jecst of the 81 miles nurth of Alberta, 
in the Northwest Teritories, was 
provided by the dominion, 

With the opening of this road, 
tourists now will have the option of 
travelling through Aberta to the 
Aloska Highway or of swinging off 
to the new Grimshaw road.

REQUESTS FOR EXTENSION OF | 


GAME BIRD SEASON REFUSED 

All requests for an extension of 
the migratory bird season have been 
turned down by the chief of the Do- 
mninion Wildlife Service, according 
to Hon. N.E. Tanner, Minister of 
Lands and Mines, 


Control of bag limits and season 
for shooting migratory birds is a 
federal responsibility. and regula- 
lions are set up by the Department 
of Mines and Resources, Ottawa, Re- 
quests received by the Alberta De- 
partment of Lands and Mines have 
accordingly been referred to the 
Wildlife service of the senior body 
in an endeavor to have the extension 
uranted, 

In rejecting the requests the Fed- 
eral officer’ explained that) Alberta 
already had been granted a longer 
hunting season than cither Saskat- | 
chewan or the adioining state of | 
Montana, Saskatchewan this vear 
was divided into two zones and 
within each allowed 45 days, inelud- 
ing Sundays, for shooting of migra- 
tory birds. Alberta was divided into 
four zones and allowed 50 days, in- 
cluding Sundays. Bag limit in each 
provinee was set at eight ducks and 
five geese per day. In Montana, only 
28 days of shooting have been allow- 
ed by the Federal Department at 
Washington with a bag limit of five 
ducks and four geese,

‘ALBERTA HOTTEST AREA 
IN WORLD OIL PICTURE’ 

Western Canada, particularly Al | 
berta, is one of the “hottest” areas | 
in the world cil picture today, Carl 
Niekle, editor of the Daily Oi) Bul- | 
letin, told members of the Alberta 
United Services Institute at Mewata | 
Armouries Friday of last week. 

“Until 21 months ago, Western 
Canada wag generally regarded as a 
region whieh  effered reasonable | 
prospects of becoming — fairly im- 
portant cil area, one of which might | 
tuke care of local needs, but not of | 
uch importance in the world pic- | 
ture.” said) Mr. Nickle. “The once 
few believers that the plains and the 
foothills of the western provinces 
can become one of the great oil pro- 
ducing regions have grown into a 
multitude,” 

In Alberta today more than 44 mil- 
lion acres of oil and gas rights are 
held) under lease or exploration | 
reservation, and in the West there | 
isa D4 million acre oil play, “ far in | 
excess of any program in the past, 
bu® as vet, only a fraction of the | 
potential oil country is being inves” 
tinated.” 


“Results of the exploration and 
development program are reflected | 
in mounting production and rev. | 
enues. At the beginning of 1947, | 
prairie province oi} production was | 
just over 18,000 barrels daily, having | 
decline | from an early 1942 high of 
30,00 barrels, when the Turner Val- 
lev field hit its peak, 

“By the beginning of 1948, pro- | 
duction had climbed to 24,500) bar- | 
re's daily, By August this vear, pro- | 
duction had) further increased — to 
over 38,000 barrels daily, There is 
good reason to expect that total 1948 
production will be about 12,000,000 
barrels, compared with only 7,344,- 
174 bor els in 1947." 

Mr. Nickle said August sales of oil 
brought in an all-time record reve- | 
nue peak of 3,500,000. Gross reve- 
nue was $18,683,000 for 1947, 

"There is good reason to expect 
that gross revenue for 148 will ex- | 
ceed $36,000,000." 

Looking at the world oil picture, | 
Mr. Nickle said oil production has | 
increased about 10 per cent in the | 
past year, but it is barely keeping | 
pace with inereased consumption of 
the post-World War IT market. Last 
year the consumption wag just over 
three billion barrels, At the present 
time is is about 9.35 million barrels 
daily,
